» One Mr. Valentine De Balla, professor of 
political science at St. Peter’s College, ad- 
dressed members of the Holy Name Society 
of St. Paul’s Roman Catholic Church the 
other night, and had this to say: 


“The press here is controlled by certain 
groups who, for selfish reasons, do not tell 
the truth about Russia. The special groups 
owning or controlling the press in America 
sympathizes with Communism in order to 
crush Hitlerism.” 

When Mr. De Balla was asked whom he 
meant by “special groups,” he replied that 
he meant Jews. 

We agree with the gentleman that the 
press does not tell the “truth” about Russia 
—that is, the truth as everybody else knows 
it. And the reason they don’t tell the truth 
is because they are such vicious pro-fascist 
red-baiters. Their substitute for truth is 
distortion of fact, slander of Communists 
and hatred for everything decent and pro- 
gressive. 

As for the press being controlled by the 
Jews, we have to put a few questions to the 
gentleman. What about Hearst, the crony of 
Hitler and Mussolini, and his filthy yellow 
rags? What about the Tory Sun, the mouth- 
piece of J. P. Morgan? And the Liberty 
League Herald Tribune, of the Ogden Reid 
millions? And the “liberal” Scripps-Howard 
press? 

None of these 60 family“ people are 
Jews, but all are red-baiters. And all are 
trying to drum up a fascist dictatorship to 
enslave the American people. 


Thus Mr. De Balla’s statement that the 
American press is controlled by Jews is an 
unvarnished lie. But even if it were so, 
the Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides for religious liberty and freedom for 
all without regard to race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. Mr. De Balla 
is evidently a fascist stooge trying to 
smuggle Hitler’s pogroms into America, in 
violation of the democratic traditions of 
the people. 


But take, for example, Arthur Hays Sulz- 
berger, reactionary Jewish publisher of the 
New York Times. His paper is filled with 
the anti-Soviet lies of Harold Denny—and, 
again, the present series of articles glorify- 
ing the butcher Franco, by the editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly, Ellery Sedgwick.

HE first recorded American appearance of Halley’s 
Comet, seen both in Albany and New York in 1680, 
brought both towns to their knees. Said Albany to New 
York (by Indian Post), “>... undoubtedly God Threatens 
us with dreadful punishment if wee doe not Repent,” 
and the Albanians suggested a day of prayer and fasting. 
So New York replied to Albany: We're scared stiff, 
too, and praying for dear life.“ 1 found this item in the 
Almanac for New Yorkers, a WPA project. 

A few weeks ago most of Europe was treated to a 
remarkable display of the Aurora Borealis. The same trepidations and 
fears swept over millions of simple folk. Churches were crowded, and 
there were wild rumors that rivers of blood would soon be flowing again. 

If a world war does break soon, these superstitious folk will think 
their fears have been vindicated. The old primitive ignorance still 
dominates the majority of mankind. They have not yet learned the 
simplest of all scientific lessons—how to reason from cause to effect. 

Yes, war still seems to them a mysterious visitation from on high, 
preceded by comets, falling stars, earthquakes, the aurora borealis, 
strange storms, unusual weather, and epidemics of the hoof and mouth 
disease among barnyard cattle. Shakespeare is full of such peasant 
superstitions, even he of the lordly brain. 8 

Viewing war in this manner, how Can they fight against it? 


I think our Communist pamphlieteering is still too narrow. It is 


too often written on the assumption that every American thinks, 
ecientificly. 

But I verily believe that a majority of Americans are still in the 
pre-scientific stage. I believe we must go further back and prepare 
them for economics. I am certain that if we could get only one ea 


over—for instance, that poverty and war are caused by human beings 


and not by obscure and terrible gods, and hence can be curea by man's 
social efforts, we would be far along the way. 

Our pamphlets presuppose an America in which everyone has 
taken economic courses under Dr. Carver at Harvard or is a devout 
reader of the Annalist. 

Why can't we begin at the beginriing? We attack Wall Street, 
for example. Have we a single pamphlet that explains simply and 
clearly just how Wall Street works? Its operations are as mysterious 
as the ways of God to most Americans, How is a corporation or- 
ganized, these great, impersonal beasts that turn workers’ blood into 
gold? The Technocrats won a fairly large audience (largely of a 
crackpot tinge, however), by educating people in the mysterious de- 
tails of industrial technique, for example. But have we a single pam- 
phlet that tells miners something about the technique of their own 
trade, or farmers, or seamen? The workers love such knowledge, and 
we should make it available to them, and tie it up with economics and 
politics.
